NOT REQUIRED ORDER 


TO SECURE PENSION 


AUSTIN, April 8.—No "pauper's 


oath" Is required to obtain as- 
sistance under the new law, Or- 
ville S. Carpenter, executive di 
rector of the Texas Old Age As- 
sistance 
Commission, 
declared 


this week. 
"It is unfair to consider a man 


or woman a pauper when he or 
she has $5,000 or $7,000 worth of 
property and has 5500 or $1,000 
in the bank. These are the maxi- 
mum amounts of property and 
cash an applicant may have and 
still qualify for assistance. 
The 


larger amounts are for married 
applicants," he explained. . 


"Broader 
qualifications would 


keep us from receiving 
federal 


aid. If our law were changed to 
make everyone past the age of 65 
eligible, we 
could 
not 
obtain 


funds from Washington. Co-oper- 
ation of the federal government 
is limited to only those states 
giving aid to the needy. 


"The National Social Security 


act reads that it was passed for 
the purpose of giving financial 
assistance to states for helping 
aged needy individuals (Section 1 
line 3)," Mr. Carpenter stated. 


"Our 
old age assistance set-up 


for 
administering the 
new law 


was created only after I had con- 
ferred with the 
social security 


board in Washington. 


"State 
legislators 
passed 
the 


Texas law in such form as to 
agree with the national one. The 
Texas Old Age Assistance Com- 
mission and our entire plans are 
based on the state law and upon 
rules and regulations made by the 
federal government," he added. 


"We have formulated our plans 


in such a way to be acceptable 
by the 
social 
security 
board, 


which must 
pass 
upon 
out- 


law and plans before matching 
our 'payments dollar for dollar," 
the executive director said.

Camp SCS-4-T has been carrying 
out the practices of soil conser- 
vation service on the farms of co- 
operating land owners In 
and 


near the Corslcana area 
since 


September 
3, 1935, -when actual 


field work was started by the en- 
rollees of the local camp. 
The 
following described 
work 


was accomplished by the camp as 
of March 1: 
Thirty-three 
farms 
covering 


6,038 acres were mapped as to 
physical characteristics such as 
buildings, fences, etc., and slopes, 
soil types and degree of erosion. 
Twenty-nine have been taken un- 
der agreements for the complete 
program 
of 
soil 
conservation 


measures. 
Terrace Linos Run. 


One hundred and fifty-five miles 


of terrace lines have been 
run 


and plowed out. A total of 140 
acres have been laid off by con- 
tour lines for 
strip 
cropping. 


Twenty-two acres of pasture land 
was improved by the co-operating 
land owner who plowed the con- 
tour ridges and the enrollees sod- 
ded the ridges and area between 
ridges with 1,005 square yards of 
Bermuda grass sod. One hundred 
and sixteen rods of fence were 
moved or rebuilt to provide for 
an increase in pasture area. 


One hundred 
and 
eighty-one 


acres of gullied area were treated 
as follows: 1,223 square yards of 
bank sloping; second, the 
con- 


struction of forty-seven wire post- 
brush-straw check dams; 
third, 


the sodding of this gullied area 
with 1,634 square yards of Ber- 
muda grass. 


Thirty-eight miles of terraces 


and 14,600 linear feet of outlet 
ditches were constructed by co- 
operating land owners. This work 
meant 
protection 
for 720 acres 


of cultivated land. 


Protected By Check Dams. 
Four hundred 
and 
eight-five 


acres of this terraced area was 
protected by check dams and 494 
square yards of Bermuda grass 
sod placed in outlet channels on 
four farms of co-operating land- 
owners. 
These channels are for 


the purpose of carrying off ex- 
cess water from the terraces. 


In addition to the above, edu- 
cational meetings have been held 
throughout the county at various 
times for the purpose of familiar-

The entire chamber of deputies 
stod silently while Bartlnez Barrio 
entered the chamber and took th« 
oath.

The cortes will vote tomorrow 
on calling within eight days of 
an election for presidential elect- 
ors. 
The new president must be 
elected within three months by a 
joint session of the parliament 


Bank Held Not 


Liable In Case 
Misappropriation 


AUSTIN, April 8.—(£•)—The su- 
preme court withdrew a previous 
opinion and held today that the 
Wichita State Bank and Trust Co. 
was not liable for $63,054.65 which 
an employe of the Quanah, Acme 
and Pacific Railway misappropri- 
ated. 
In a recent opinion the supreme 
court received lower court actions 
sustaining the bank's demurrer to 
the railroad's suit, which charged 
negligence, in handling bills of ex- 
change. 
The m 
ruling, which granted 
the bank's motion for rehearing, 
was that bills of exchange were 
negotiable 
instruments 
and the 
bank had a right to purchase them 
on good faith from the employe. 
"In the purchase of negotiable in- 
struments," the opinion by Associ- 
ate Justice Richard 
Critz, 
said, 
"the title is derived from the in- 
strument itself and not from the 
title of the party who transfers 
it."Chief Justice C. M. Cureton con- 
curred.

MAN IN KILLING OF 
SON WASJEVERSED 


COURT CRIMINAL APPEALS 


CONCURS IN CONTENTION 


IT WAS ACCIDENT 


AUSTIN, 
April 
8.—(IP)—The 
court of criminal appeals today 
reversed the third conviction of 
Charles S. Richardson, former may- 
or of Olney, of murder in the 
shooting of his son, Elga. 
Richardson was sentenced to ten 
years at the third trial, held in 
Wilbarger county on a change of 
venue. The boy was shot at the 
father's'home in a scuffle. 
Rich- 
ardson contended it was acciden- 
tal.The opinion stated "there was no 
denial of the fact that appellant 
(Richardson) shot and killed his 
son on the occasion mentioned in 
the indictment," Jan. I, 1934, but 
concurred it was an accident. 
Juries in previous trials assesed 
prison terms of life and 99 years. 
Reversal was ordered because 


of questioning by state's attorneys 
of a defense witness concerning a 
murder charge and acquittal 12 
years previous. 
Although the jury was instruct- 


ed not to consider it, "we need 
not argue the possibilities of harm 
to the accused from this," the 
court stated. 
Conviction of Harry Goldman in 
Gregg county of conspiracy 
to 
commit bribery was affirmed. Gold- 
man was assessed two years. The 
charge grew out of an alleged at- 
tempt to bribe a witness in an 
oil theft case to leave the state. 


Eulalio Elizondo won a new trial 
on a murder charge in Starr coun- 
ty because of improper questioning 
by the prosecuting attorney. Eli- 
zondo was convicted in Neuces 
county ,on a change of venue, oi 
shoting David Gomez May 30, 1934 
and sentenced to 25 years. 


and a nequal number of electors 
Martinez Barrio 
himself 
ap- 
peared to be the outstanding can- 
didate for the presidency, although 
the Socialists were reported back- 
ing 
Sanchez 
Albornoz. another 


Union Republican and president 
of the University of Madrid. 
Alcala Zamora's term as first 
president of the second Spanish 
republic still had one year, eight 
months to go. His former politi- 
cal allies of the left united to 
vote him out, while rightists and 
monarchists sought to keep him 
in office. 
Deeply affected by the .ouster 
by the men with whom he had 
helped to form the republic, Al- 
cala Zamora refused to receive a 
parliamentary committee, bearing 
the news that the cortes voted, 238 
to five, last night for his removal. 
Deputies of the parliament, in 
a tense five-hour session, decided 
the former president had misused 
his constitutional rights in dis- 
solving the last cortes. and thus 
was automatically relieved of his 
post under A"rticle 81 of the con- 
stitution.

8.—(/P)—Almost 400 storm 
dead of Gainesville and of 
Tupelo, Miss., went to hast-

burials for sanitation

sons. 


Across a half dozen southern 
states, 
but 
avoiding these two 
towns for the time being, rising 
streams sent floods over hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land and 
brought a fresh menace to life and 
property. 
The total dead from storm and 


flood this week stood at 426, -with 
the latest count at Tupelo 195 and 
at Gainesville 185. 
Through the two towns stricken 


in a grimly similar manner, swarms 
of relief workers moved purpose- 
fully, helping revive a measure of 
community activity. 
Residents rendered destitute in 
tornadoes lasting only a few min- 
utes but causing damage it will 
take years to erase, were cheered 
by word that President Roosevelt 
had allocated $2,500,000 for rehabili- 
tation through the WPA. 
The torrents of rain that accom- 


panied and followed the twisting 
winds 
inundated 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of acres in a half dozen 
southern states, but brought no im- 
mediate menace 
to 
Tupelo and 


Gainesville. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., expected a 


crest of 36 to 37 feet on the Ten- 
nessee river. 6 to 7 feet above flood 
level, during the day. 
The 
Mississippi threatened 
in 
isolated places, and in Alabama, 
Georgia and the Carolinas several 
streams approached 
the 
danger 


level.Two Stricken Town* Safe 
Gainesville, on the Chattahoo- 
chee, is far above the West Point, 
Ga., sector where that stream rose 
slowly. 
Tupelo's small n e i g h b o r i n g 


streams were high but did not con- 
stitute a menace to life or much 
property. 
Here the Red Cross was caring 


for about 4,000 homeless. The few 
stores left standing reopened for 
business as truckloads of foodstuffs 
and other supplies began moving in| 
A similar situation 
existed 
in 


Tupelo. 
City and relief officials ordered 


burial today of the many still un- 
identified dead. There were 18 in 
this group here. 
Thirteen of Family In Single Grave 
At Tupelo the 13 bodies of what 
once was the 
Burroughs family 
were interred in a single 35-foot 
grave. 
Funeral processions shared the 
newly opened 
streets 
with the 
trucks of WPA and other workers 
removing the tons of debris. 
Medical facilities still were taxed 
to the limit although most of the 
seriously hurt were under treat- 
ment in nearby pities. 
Many of the injured still were 


being cared for in makeshift hos- 
pitals in public buildings, commer- 
cial structures and homes here. 
The threat of pestilence, constant- 


ly guarded against, seemed not to 
be serious although health officers 
still were inoculating the Injured 
against typhoid and other maladies. 
Looting and other offenses were 
at a minimum with militiamen and 
policemen

rilyn Miller, star of Sally, and 
other musical comedy successes, 
died this morning at Doctors hos- 
pital. 


Miss Miller, in private life Mrs. 


Chester O'Brien, had been con- 
fined at the hospital for three 
weeks. She was admitted suffer- 
ing from a sinus infection and 
last week a toxic condition set 
in.For a time she showed improve- 
ment but a turn for the worse de- 
veloped Saturday and she 
was 


said to be in a critical condi- 
tion. 


Miss Miller was 38 years of age. 
The death was announced by 
her physician, Dr. Lawrence A. 
Whittemore. 


Marilyn Miller, at the height 


of her career was regarded by 
Broadway showmen as the perfect 
musical comedy heroine, and the 
pattern of almost all aspirants 
to similar careers. She had love- 
liness, a sweet singing voice, a 
gift of piquant comedy and she 
was, more than 
anything else, 
a dancer of extraordinary 
skill 
and grace. 


Her first great triumph was in 
"Sally" in Wn"ch the late Flor- 
enz Zlegfeld raised her to star- 
dom, after her distinguished ser- 
vice in "The Follies" and in the 
famous 
shows on the 
Ziegfeld 


roof. 
Not only did "Sally" elevate 


Miss Miller to supreme position 
among song and dance stars, but 
the play itself established a mod- 
el for later musical plays—the 
sort that were to bring forth 
Adele Astaire, Mary Eaton, Lou- 
ise Groody and other stars whose 
dancing was more important than 
their other talents. 
The success of "Sally," both on 
Broadway and on the road, earn- 
ed for Miss Miller future Identi- 
fication with the role. 
At the termination of that play's 


run. she broke with Ziegfeld and 
went under the management ol 
the late Charles Dillingham. Her 
first production was a musicaliz- 
ed production of Sir James M 
Barrie's Peter Pan. 
Dances were Incorporated Into 
the play for the star, and although 
she won a huge personal suc- 
cess the play itself was a fail- 
ure.It was under Dllllngham's man- 
agement, however, that she had 
her greatest success. 
This was 
"Sunny," In which she was co- 
starred with the late Jack Don- 
ahue. It played at the New Am- 
sterdam, where "Sally" remained 
so long. She later appeared In a 
motion picture version of "Sun- 
ny." 
Married Less Than Two Years 
She died less than two years 
after her third marriage. On Oc- 
tober 1, 1934, sho married Chester 
O'Brien a chorus man in her last 
starring 
show, 
"As Thousands 
Cheer." The marriage took place 
at Harrison, N. Y. 
Her first husband was the late 
Frank Carter, killed in an auto 
accident In 1920. Two years later 
she became the wife of the late 
Jack Plckford. motion tilcture ac- 
tor and brother of Mary Pick- 
ford.

1927 when the Versailles tribuna' 
In Paris awarded 
thn dancer P. 


decree.

WASHINGTON, April 8. 
, (/P) — William Randolph 


Hearst lost in the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court 
today in his effort to secure 
preliminary injunctions to 
restrain the senate lobby 


ommittee and the federal 
communications commission 
from 
examining or using his telegrams. 


Chief Justice Alfred A. Wheat 
granted a motion by Crampton 
Harris, lobby committee counsel, 
to dismiss the publisher's injunc- 
tion plea. 


He 
said 
the 
communications 


commission had produced affida- 
vits that it did not intend to re- 
peat or continue any investigation 
it might have made of 
Hearst's 


telegrams. 


The court stipulated that final 


disposition of the commission an- 
gle of the litigation could only 
be made when it files a formal 
answer to the publisher's petition. 


Elisha Hanson, Hearst counsel, 


immediately served notice of in- 
tention to appeal. 


"We are going to fight as far 


as we can get—that's the su- 
preme court of the United States" 
he said. 


Chief Justice Wheat 
delivered 


his ruling extemporaneously after 
the injunctions had been asked 
in the name of fi-eedom of the 
press, and opposed as an effort 
to coerce congress. 


Denouncing the telegram- seiz- 


ures, Hanson told the court the 
lobby Investigators were not au- 
thorized "to commit larceny, or 
to conspire with another agency 
of the goevrnment to commit lar- 
ceny." 


Judicial Interference. 
Crampton 
Harris, 
committee 


counsel, replied 
the 
Injunction 
sought against

would amount to judicial inter- 
ference 
with

branch. He cited court decisions 
in an effort to show such Inter- 
ference would be a "coercive in- 
fluence." 


Chief Justice Wheat interrupt- 


ed Harris after 20 minutes of his 
argument to ask what communi- 
cations commisson counsel had to 
say. Carl Arnold, commission law- 
yer, said it had acted independ- 
ently of the senate group. 


The lobby committee and the 
commission were accused of "ar- 
bitrary and capricious" activities 
today by Elisha Hanson, counsel 
for William Randolph Hearst. 


Attorney's Pleas. 
The publisher's attorney made 


the statement in asking the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court 
for an injunction to restrain the 
two bodies from examining Hearst 
telegrams. 


"It is settled that federal of- 


ficials may be restrained 
from 
clearly illegal and unconstitution- 
al acts which are calculated to 
inflict Irreparable injury upon in,- 
dividuals," Hanson told the court. 


He said the lobby committee had 
proceeded "with its 
surveillance 


of the private messages and pa- 
pers of publishers as well as other 
citizens In stealthy and secretive 
ways."

press, Hanson cited several cases

Does Death End All? — Present Implications 


Of the Resurrection of Jesus — Some Pre- 
valent Misconceptions of Immortality.

My 
clergyman 
friend, 
with 


whom I talk over many things 
remarked, a few days ago, "In all 
the funerals I conduct nowadays, 
I notice that there never seems 
any doubt, In the minds of those 
assembled, that the dead person 
has gone to heaven, and that 
they themselves will see him there 
sonic day. I would say that there 
Is prevalent a sort of practical 
universallsm, which takes no ac- 
count of personal human fitness, 
and 
attributes 
no 
qualities of 


justice and judgment to God. A 
happy life beyond the grave is as- 
sumed as every man's preroga- 
tive, regardless of how he has 
lived." 


That is startling testimony. If 


it is founded on facts wider than 
one man's 
>-xperience, it means, 


first, that belief in immortality 
is general. In the second place, 
it implies that common opinion 
hag despoiled God of Hia moral 
character; and of His attribute 
of justice, and of His 
function 


as Judge of all the earth. Such 
a conception makes the Supreme 
Being merely a 
care-taker 
of 


•*heaven which belongs to every- 
body by right, and not by human 
merit or Divine mercy. 


The Supreme Question. 


Certainly, the case calls for a 


bit of clear thinking on the oldest 
question that has ever engaged 
the 
mind of mortal. 
Primitive 


peoples never arrived at such an 
easy-going belief in perpetual bliss 
as my preacher 
friend reports. 


Nor does the Christian religion 
support any such view. 


Nothing 
else, in 
heaven 
or 


earth, 
is so important as this 


question: 


Does death end all? 
When .1 


finally lay down my pen, will this 
personality, built up throughout 
the years, and by a diversity of 
experiences and thoughts, disap- 
pear like the light of a snuffed- 
out candle, surviving only, for a 
time, in the memory of family 
and friends, and in words printed 
on paper? Or will my personality, 
the real I, continue to exist in 
some other realm, free from the 
trammels of 
flesh, and able to 


grow and to work up to and be- 
yond the measure of my highest 
dreams? 


Certainly, if the former alter 


native is true, I have spent in 
vain the long years of spiritual 
struggle and quest, the effort to 
live for aims worthy of one not 
born to die. I should have been 
looking out mon for number one; 
I should have eaten, drunk and 
made merry. But if the second 
alternative 
is true, then every 


aspiration 
toward 
holiness and 


brothcrliness and service has been 
proper preparation for an eternal 
life such as staggers the imagi- 
nation. 


Thinking The Bis Thoughts. 
This old Book, which we study 


day by day, and week by week, 
incites readers to think the big- 
gest thoughts of all. It sets eter- 
nity In their hearts. 
Its 
pages 


are pervaded by the atmosphere 
of immortality. 
Especially after 


the resurrection of Jesus, its con- 
ception of life is citizenship in 
two worlds, the heavenly domi- 
nating the earthly. It pictures a 
future of bliss and 
liberty and 


power too great for eye to see, 
or ear to hear, or the human 
heart to understand. The exper- 
ience called death is wholly rob- 
bed of its terrors for the Chris- 
tian. 
Many persons 
will 
read 


these lines who are homesick for 
heaven; whose desire is all for 
"the Land o' the Leal." 


There are many collateral lights, 


mostly dim, upon this problem 
of human immortality. For clear 
and explicit 
and 
authoritative 


teaching, however, one must go to 
the Scriptures. 
There 
we 
find 


that the whole subject converges 
upon Christ and His relationship 
to death. 
For He died, by the 


decree of the Roman law, incited 
and perverted 
by ecclesiastical 


jealously and fear. A multitude of 
enemies and 
friends 
witnessed 


His end on a malefactor's cross 
In death, Ho was lifted up for 
all to see. 


When Mopes Crashed. 


And He was buried, with the 


seal of Rome upon His tomb, and 
the soldiers of Rome to guard His 
sepulchre 
against 
despoliation. 


With His_body was buried all the 


and 
hopes 
of 
His 
followers 
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friends. Their bright dreams had 
been blown away. The end hud 
come. Death and the tomb, they 
believed, had settled forever their 
expectations of a new kingdom 
with Jesus as its Messiah. The 
disciples prepared to return to 
their homes and resume their old 
occupations. 


This background must first be 


firmly 
grasped 
before 
proceed- 


ing to the wonder that followed. 
Jesus was as dead and ss en- 
tombed as Roman law and He- 
brew hate could kill and bury 
Him. 
And none of His friends 


expected His resurrection. 
The 


devoted women who went to His 
grave at daybreak, on the first 
day of the week, carried spices 
for a dead body. When they re- 
ported an empty tomb and a risen 
Lore!, the 
brotherhood 
was In- 


credulous. It took repeated dem- 
onstrations of the reality of the 
resurrection to reconcile them to 
the stupendous truth. This state 
of mind of the friends of Jesus 
Is deeply significent. 
It answers 


the charge of His enemies that 
the body had been spirited away 
by disciples. Moreover, the very 
inconsistencies in the reports ot 
the eyewitnesses reveal the ex- 
cited incoherence of the persons 
who had undergone this tumult- 
ous experience. 
Every 
modern 


court of law expects similar dis- 
crepencies In the testimony 
of 


witnesses to the same event. If 
the resurrection story had been 
carefully 
fabricated, 
none 
of 


these factors would be present. 


The Biggest Vews Of All. 
Jesus of Nazareth, 
dead 
and 


buried, arose from the grave and 
lived for forty days, 
and 
was 


seen of hundreds of 
witnesses, 


many of whom were alive when 
the earlier Gospels 
and 
Paul's 


great epistles interpreting the res- 
urrection were written. 


That is the supreme fact of 


all human history. It is the big- 
gest news of all, forever a liv- 
ing truth, as fraught with mean- 
ing to each new generation as it 
was for the first Christians. For 
it affects every human life that 
accepts it. 


Since man's perennial old en- 


emy, 
death, was defeated by Je- 


sus, the greatest fear of all has 
been removed from 
the human 


heart. 
Powerful new incentives 


are planted in men's breasts for 
nobler living on earth, 
In 
the 


light of eternity. Because Christ 
arose from the tomb, we, too, 
shall arise. His word is that His 
friends shall be with Him, in the 
presence of the Father. Heaven 
is for those saved by the cruci- 
fixion and resurrection of Christ.

Ramsey, general secretary. 


The copy of the original char- 


ter, contained on two legal size 
foolscap sheets, 
was 
signed on 


July 7, 1886, by W. J. Johnson, 
president; J. J. Maggard, 
vice- 


president and W. P. Hall, sec- 
retary. Its signing was witnessed 
by R. B. Molloy, notary 
public, 


and 
was 
endorsed 
by J. W. 


Baines, secretary of state in the 
department .of state, on July 12 
of the same year. 


The third page of the original 


charter 
contains 
the 
signature 


of Secretary of State Baines and 
the gold embossed seal of the 
state. The seal, measuring nearly 
three inches across, is tarnished 
and hardly legible except for the 
embossing 
which can 
be 
read 


through the opposite side of the 
page. 


Object* of Organization. 


In the first paragraph of the 


first charter, the objects of the 
formation 
and 
incorporation of 


the Y. M. C. A. are set forth in 
these words: 


"x x x we the subscribers, citi- 


zens of the county of Navarro 
and State of Texas, 
under the 


provisions of the revised statutes 
of the State of Texas do hereby 
form 
and 
incorporate 
ourselves 


into a voluntary association for 
the purpose of promoting the men- 
tal, 
moral and physical welfare 


of the young men, the 
growth 


in grace and Christian fellowship 
(fellowship was misspelled) of its 
members and aggressive Christian 
work, especially by and for young 
men." 


Six 
articles 
of 
incorporation 


followed which give this additional 
information, not contained in the 
caption: 


That: 
"This 
association 
shall 


be known as the 'Young Men's 
Christian 
Association 
of 
Corsi- 


cana, Texas,' by which name it 
shall contract and be contracted 
with, sue and 
be 
sued, 
and 


transact all its business, and all 
other acts pertaining to the ob- 
ject of the association." 


That: "The business of the as- 


sociation shall be transacted by 
three trustees who shall be elect- 
ed by the active members annual- 
ly on the first Friday in Sep- 
tember of each year, the follow- 
ing named are hereby 
declared 


to be trustees for the first year 
to-wlt: 
W. K. Vance, Geo. T. 


Gester 
(obviously intended 
for 


Jester) and C. C. Carson." 


Value of Property. 


That; "The estimated value of 


property belonging to the asso- 
ciation, 
consisting 
of 
its 
hall, 


books, furniture, etc., is two thou- 
sand (.$2,000) dollars." 


Following the 
six articles 
of 


incorporation is the acknowledge- 
ment of the notary public, Mr. 
Molloy, and after that is an en- 
dorsement by Secretary of State 
Baines. 


The copy of the original char- 


ter is typewritten on pink legal 
sized paper, and is in an almost 
perfect state of preservation. 


Th.e 
amended, or revised, char- 


ter was drawn up and signed on 
October 1, 1886; signed by S. D. 
Curtis, notary public on October 
9, 1886, and endorsed by J. W. 
Baines, secretary of state, on Oc- 
tober 11 of the same year. 


Signers of the amended char- 


ter were: J. M. Purdom, president; 
G. W. Carr, secretary; 
W. P. 


Hall, J. H. Douglas, H, G. Da- 
mon, 
treasurer; 
J. J. Maggard 


and J. D. Gullett. 


The amended charter was made 


up of 
ten' articles and 
under 


some of them were several sec- 
tions. 


In the first charter the asso- 


ciation was to exist for a speci- 
fied 
number of years, but 
the 


blank space left for the insertion 
of that number was not filled in. 
The first difference noted in the 
amended 
charter 
was that 
it 


would "exist perpetually." 


Section 
one 
of 
article 
five 


stated: "The active membership 
of this association shall consist 
of male members, in good stand- 
ing, of evangelical churches, and 
they alone shall have the right to 
vote and hold office." 


Board Members. 
In section two of article six, 


it was specified that "there shall 
be a board of managers consist- 
ing of the above named officers 
and nine members. The board of 
managers shall have the exclu- 
sive control of the business af- 
fairs and the rooms, library, prop- 
erty and funds of the association 
so far as the same are not here- 
inafter vested in a board of trus- 
tees; provided, however, that they 
shall use the same for the pur- 
poses named in article one of this 
charter." 


In the same article it says the 


officers and three members of the 
board of managers shall be elect- 
ed annually to serve until their 
successors are 
elected; 
but no 


failure to hold an election shall 
work a dissolution of the asso- 
ciation.

and W. J. Johnson were mana- 
gers to serve for one year. E, J. 
Simkins, J. B. Stiteler and J. H. 
Douglas were managers to serve 
for two years and E. W. John- 
son, J. J. Maggard and W. F. 
Shook 
were managers to serve 


for three years. 


C. C. Carson, E. W. Johnson, 


W. P. Hall, H. K. Farrar, S. H. 
Kerr, H. G. Damon and C. W. 
Jester were declared to be trus- 
tees "to serve during good be- 


havior," and H. G. Damon was 
declared president, and C. W. Jes- 
ter treasurer of the board, 


Other details of the operation of 


the association were set out in 
the other articles and numerous 
sections of the charter. 


The amended charter was type- 


t written on four pages of legal- 
I size paper, and like the original, 
is nearly perfectly preserved and 
a hundred per cent legible. Also, 
on the back sheet is the signa- 
ture of Secretary of State Baines 
and the 
official seal of Texas. 


The gold seal is even more tar- 
nished than the one on the ear- 
lier document.

It would be a good thmg to keep 
the oil in a shallow bowl and to 
get this once a day in hot water, 
zo the oil itself heats. Take five 
or ten minutes a day to sit with 
the fingertips in this, so the hot 
oil soaks not only into the cuticle 
but also into the nails themselves. 
When this is wiped off and the 
cuticle pressed back you polish 
the nails for ten minutes. You 
rub a generous amount of pow- 
der on the chamois, and then

buffing the nails briskly. You 
don't, of course, have to do the 
whole 10 minutes at a stretch, 
and you don't have to do it after 
using the oil.

French Peace Plan 


Arouses Skepticism

Elmer Scott, Dallas, presi 


dent of the Dallas Civic Federa 
tion was also present, and dis 
cussed 
public responsibilities. 


W. H. Norwood, superintenden 


of the Corsicana public schools 
presided 
and 
tntraduced 
the 


speakers. 
Both Dr. Johnson and Mr. Scot' 


emphasized the necessity of each 
community planning for and tak- 
ing care of its local needs if anc 
when state and federal relief is 
withdrawn, and at the conclusion 
of their talks a "planning com- 
mittee" 
of 
three, composed of 


County Judge C. E. McWIlliams 
Allin 
F. 
Mitchell, 
chamber 
ol 


commerce secretary-manager anc 
W. P. McCammon was elected and 
given the authority to enlarge the 
committee to work out some plan 
whereby the loca.l needs can be 
provided for if outside assistance 
is removed. 


In opening his talk, Mr. Scott 


referred to a recent statement by 
President 
Roosevelt wherein he 


urged citizens of 
the 
United 
States to be "good neighbors." 


Divided into Two Classes. 


Dr. Scott said he had observ- 


ed that the 
population of the. 


United States is divided into two 
classes. 
The first group knows 


where its next meal is coming 
from, 
and 
the 
other does 
not 


know where its 
next meal Is 


coming from. 
He declared there 


Is a growing contempt in the first 
group for the second group, and 
they are adopting the attitude 
that "I'm doing fine, why should 
I concern myself with the other 
group?" 
That given as a 
background, 


Mr. Scott said actions of persons 
today will greatly effect the 
fu 


ture of the country. He declared 
that the 
first 
consideration is 


money, and the cost to the social 
order in the future If the present 
"major disaster" situation is not 
handled wisely, 


"The present disaster might re- 


sult 
in a deterioration of 
the 


citizenship in the future, and if 
nothing It done about It the Unit- 
ed States civilization will fall— 
this condition is not determned 
by 
mimeographed 
sheets 
from 


Austin or Washington, but .by the 
way local conditions are handled," 
the speaker went on. 


Requires Great Skill. 
He contended that the 
situa- 


tion requires the greatest 
skill 


and 
must 
be 
handled Intelli- 


gently. 


"No intellectual community can 


absolve Itself of its responsibili- 
ty, but must be dealt with with 
utmost intelligence, and then that 
community will have lived up to 
the 
highest standards of meri- 


can citizenship," Mr. Scott con- 
cluded. 
Dr. Johnson was next introduced 


by Superintendent Norwood, and 
discussed .ways 
and 
means 
of 


meeting local responsibilities. 


Dr. Johnson declared that the 


average person today is prone to 
follow his narrow routine and be 
completely oblivious of the human 
suffering going on around him. 
He proposed to discuss "the cold 
facts," this community must face, 
and then suggest a method to 
handle the situation. 


"The government has recently 


realized that there Is much in- 
security and many hazards of life 
for 
everyone 
today, 
and 
that 


they arc the products of the eco- 
nomic order. 
This economic or- 


der, Dr. Johnson continued, "has 
accomplished much in some lines 
such as increased production, yet 
in this widst of plenty we have 
an increasing amount of insecuri- 
ty and hazards of life, all 
of 


which suggests that we have neg- 
lected to consider the most im- 
portant phase of the whole thing 
—that Is, the effect of it all upon 
the human being." 


No Progress In Relief. 


"There has been much progress 


In science 
and 
production, 
but 


there 
has 
been no progress in 


the study of the alleviation 
of 


their social effects," the speaker 
went on. 


"It is not a question now of 


getting new abundant sources of 
wealth, because \vc have them, 
and yet we still have unemploy- 
ment, 
we 
destroy cotton 
and 


hogs while people arc starving. 
It 
all suggests that 
there 
is 


something 
radically 
wrong, 
Dr. 


Johnson continued. 


The speaker said there are 435 


cases on the Texas Relief Com- 
mission rolls in Navarro county, 
which effects 870 persons. He de- 
clared 
it Is understood that on 


July the Texas 
Relief Commis- 


sion will close, then the 870 per- 
sons now 
helped 
by the state 


will become charges of the county. 


There are, he said 2,500 men 


certified for WPA projects; 2,000 
were worked at the peak and to- 
day 1,300 are working. Those 1,- 
300 working today represent 
as 


many families of a minimum of 
five members, which would total 
more than 6,500 persons, 
being 


helped through the Wl'A projects. 
Added to that are the 870 on the 
Texas 
Relict 
Commission 
rolls, 


and it results in the number that 
will have to be taken cure of if 
and when the federal government 
withdraws, which, he 
said, 
is 


likely. 


"I'm interested in getting you 


to begin planning—I don't know 
how you should do it, but it must 
be done." Dr. Johnson went on.
